- 2.—Owners of mui-tsai who fail’

4.—When:ver a census is taken of 
any place, full details of mus-tsat 
must ‘be’ recorded precisely.” 


3.—Alter registration, when a 
mui-taai comes of full age, ‘she is 
entitled ‘to be’ married at her own 
will, and’ owners aro not allowed to 
re-sell her. In case of ony act of 
il-treatment or’ of re-sdle, the ‘mui- 
tsai should report the matter to the 
police, and the case will be invesn 
tigated at once. a 


6.—When the mapriage of a re- 
jens nutttsat takes place, it 
shall be reported to the police, and 
her name will be struck off ‘the re- 
gister. 


7.—Before ” eens a mui-tsad 
shall .be given the .opportunity of 
obtaining,’ education and oceupa- 
tional training to enable her “to 
earn. livelihood. 


@—After registration the mut- 
tsa shall resume her original name 
and surname instead of, taking that 
of her owner. 


9.—-When a mui-tsaz is of tender 
age, owners must not impose upon 
her any heavy manual] labour. 


'10.—The local authority shal] 
“establish institutes for the protec- 
tion of poor girls, and also en- 
courage the various charitable .so- 
cieties to organize similar relief- 
work for. poor girls, "so .as to 
eradicate the custom of selling

11\—Persons not having mui-taoi 
nrior to the, date of this proclama- 
tion shall not buy or keep them, and 
anyone found violating this-reguila- 
tion is liable to severe punishment.
